beyond cavil, upon the plattorm of equal rights, constitutional 
soverciznty, and fice government, based upon the principles 
sacred to every lever of American liberty as emanating fiom the 
people, I recommend that you take the 1niuatory steps towards 
ош obtaming admission into the Ошон. Preparatory thereto, it 
will be necessary to have the census of the Territory taken, and 
to hold а convention for the formation and adoption of a eon- 
stitution J would respectfully suggest that this matter be taken 
iuto prompt consideration, that, in case you deem it wisdom. to 
make an effort for our admission as a State, the incipiat, laws 
may be passed at an early day 

We trust that the present Congress will have wisdom to so fai 
recognise the principle of self government, and the genus ot oui 
hiec institutions, as to abohsh m her Teiritouies that odious, 
tyrannical, and absurd system of colonial government which 
cmanated from the British thone, and place them upon that 
equahty of constitutional rights enjoyed by the States in their 
internal regulations, election of officers and representation. 

In accordance with a law passed by the Assembly in 1854-5, 
the Hon Orson Hyde repaired to Carson county, accompanied 
by the Hon. Judge Stules and Marshal Heywood, and in. con- 
nection with authorized persons fiom Califorma approximately 
established the boündary line between this Teriitory and that 
State, in the region of Carson Valley, and fully orgamzed the 
county The 1epoits ш relation thereto have been recerved, and 
will be laid betore you at an emily date. The compensation 
asked for service 1n determining a portion of our western bound- 
ary I trust will not be withheld, although 26 more properly be- 
loug» to the General Government to defray such expenses, since 
it 1s more particulaily its province to attend to the establishment 
of the boundary lines of the Territories. 

The northern hue of Utah. has alse beca established, duime 
the present season hy Professors Orson Piatt and Albeit Car- 
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rington, aud the enitonal Survevor General, Jes Wo boy 
where it crosses the Malade, and, by Prof Pratt and Surveyor 
General Fox, where it crosses Gieen river and the emigrantroad

$17,348 87, showing an inerease, over last vear, of 810,962,50 

This arises from an inerease ot property, and a lugher per 
cent assessed by the last Legislauve Assembly The total

By the foregoing statement, it appears that the Territory 1s 
runmng a trifle m débt, still I do not presume that it will be 
necessary to merease the assessment of last year. I deem this 
situation of the finances attributable to the light assessment of 
the previous year, ıt being, for the whole Territory, only 
$6,386.81, at one halt the present rate. 

The effects of this small assessment were not felt at the time, 
as the reports show $2,118.28 more collected dunng that year 
than in this. Of last year’s assessment $3,004.81 have been 
paid durmg this, 4 is therefore obvious tliat almost the entire 
amount of the reecipts at the treasury, for the year 1854, came 
from former assessments, hence it follows that 1f the assessment 
of that year had heen kept good, there would now have been no 
falling of 
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Payments for the suppicssion of Indian 1 estilitus bave ban 
mide at the Tithmg Ofhee, which accounts for the cutues o! 
lssnes to that ofhce m the Auditor’s report 

Tt will also he seen that а large portion of these issues have 
been redeemed at the tieasuy,. the unadjusted accounts ard 
Watants on hand will liquidate the balance 

Since it i5 not to the payment of fees and salaries. that the 
rescnue ot the Фел у is devoted, but to public ортол ement~ 
and the developement of the country, the people should fee! 
willing to promptly pay their taxes, inasmuch as they duecth 
and almost immediately, receive the benefits thacot 

It has been proposed to open new channels of cummuuicaticn 
with this Temitory from the east. through the tributaries of the 
Missouri, and frum the south byway of the Colorado Doubtless 
boats, built expressly foi the purpose, will be able to approach 
our settlements many hundred miles nearer than at, present 
Should it be im your power, by chartering companies or render- 
ug othe: cucomagement, to further any such enterprise, you 
will meet with my most hearty co-operation; I certainly 
deem 16 a subject worthy of your consideration. 

“Educational interests have flourished hitherto, with but Little 
aid or encouragement from the Legislative Assembly. Should 
not this subject be taken under advisement by this Legislature, 
and some well organized system be adopted, which will confer 
the blessings of at least a common education upon every child, 
пећ or poor, bond or fice, in the Territory, and which will 
establish and keep ш operation at least one school where the 
higher bianches are taught? 

I am aware that much has aheady been done and great good 
cffected, by private enterprize, throughout the settlements gen- 
erally. Though I, am sanguine that no Tenitory, so young a» 
this, can boast of so many o1 so good school houscs and schools, 
still thae is a lack, much 1cmains to be done. The Legislatme 
has appropriated comparatively nothing for this object, and the 
appropiiations of land by the General Government are at present, 
and а geat share always will be,eutucly unavailable. : 

None aie so much interested in this matter as oursely es, 10 
would therefore seem to be almost imperative upon this Assembly 
to extend then most reliable aid and influence for the promotion 
of learning And new, while we hase poacegand quietness in all 
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our borders, is an opportune time to Jay 1 foundation foi the 
instruction. of om children, which shall grow with om growth 
and strengthen with our strength, and extend its mfluence around 
the children of the poorest and humblest citizen, as well as the 
more opulent and wealthy. 

Peace, quiet, gentle peace and a due degree of prosperity 
have thus far‘crowned our efforts 

The Indians, notwithstanding an occasional outbreak, are 
generally peaceful and friendly disposed. 

On the 23d day of Sept. last, three of our people were killed 
by the Yampah Utahs near Elk mountain, at tbe settlement on 
the left bank of Grand river. A party of the Shoshonees also 
exhibited signs of hosthty at Forts Bridger and Supply, in 
Green river county. 

Upon learning these tacts, I issued a Proclamation to the 
Nauvoo Legion, the militia of the Territory, to hold themselves 
in readiness and to send out such force as might be considered 
hecessary to preserve peace, and to protect the settlements and 
immigration upon the roads. A party, under the command of 
Major R. T. Burton, proceeded to the Forts above named and 


‘remaitied im the Vicinity, until the immigrating companies had 


all passed and the Indians had left for their usual bunt among 
the buffalo. We call on the military, more to preserve peace 
with, the native tribes than to б’ Шет, as it is well known 
that a substantial, alert force.in their immediate neighborhood 
1arely fails to check their depredations, prevent thew abuse and, 
generally, very suddenly dispose them to seek for péace. 

In this connection permit me to obscive that the signal success 
which has attended the peaceful policy uniformly pursued tow- 
ards the Indians, since our settlement in these yallcys, should be 
satisfactory evidence of its value over every other. 

To retaliate for every outbreak by taking their lives, either 
through civil or militaiy power, and scverely chastising them for 
every depredation, is actually descending to their giade of con- 
duct, and still more excites them to acts of savage barbarity. 

We witness, in the surrounding "Territories, the effects ‘of the 
war policy in an almost constant scene of ши Ма] carnage aud 
bloodshed, while our experience: сопу fhe opinion of many 
eminent statesman, that the conciliatory comec is far the most 
humane ant successful, as well ах the most economical. 
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I therefore appeal to you, Gentlemen, ,to use your influence 
throughout the Territory to preserve the pohey ot feeding and 
clothing the natives, of giving them émployment, teaching them 
tó obtain a living by’ their labor, ‘and exercising patience, perse- 
verance and .forbearance towards them, \s ‘well as care and 
watch fulness. | | au MC" 

Let'this policy be strictly adhered to yn’ all ‘our settlements, 
and the chances are tliat’ we shall ‘hear of’ no Indian massacres 
and depredations, at least not to, any: great extent. оа 

Fortifications have progressed quite satisfactorily ni most’ of

Some very good iron has been made at the works in Iron 
county, and the present prospect is very fair for the most eminent 
success. Lrecommend a continuance of the liberal policy heretofore 
extended to this branch of domestic manufacture. Other in- 
dustrial pursuits should also meet with encouragement and aid, 
so far as compatible with the pubhke 1nterest. Much may be 
done to promote and encourage the productions of domestic m- 
dustry, by the adoption of annual exhibitions, and by giving suit- 
able premiums for the best specified articles produced from the 
native elements. : 

While we axe pursuing the even tenor of our way, in these far 
distant and peaceful vales, we are not insensible to the scenes 
and influences passing and operating outside our borders. We 
quietly observe, im our country, the chicanery, political jar- 


ungs, strife for place and power, disregard for law and order, ` 
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jealousies and sectional divisions айй disnmens, which еше, 
life, leading on to distress, perplexity and offen sanguinary wat, 
in place of T peace, confidence, union.and devotion to the best ii in-, 
terests óf our common, country.
